THE REBELLION IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 
A SPANISH DEFEAT. 
(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Manila, March 19. 

A large column of Spanish tionps, under 
th ‘cottmand of Colonel Salcedo, met with 
a serious reverse at’the lands of-the rebels 
-on the 9th inst. Colonel Salcedo, with two 
thousnad men, wis ordered to attack San 
Nicolas and disldge the onemy. © The 
Colonel, however, was misled hy his uative 
guides in the dircetion of a strong force of 
insargent troops, who fell upon the royal- 
ists, defeated them and forced them to re- 
treat in cotfusion upon Almansa: "The re- 
bels are reported to have Keon 8000 strong. 
It was a hand-to-hand conflict, “and, of 
course, atiacked unawares whilst extended 
in marching order, the royalist troops had 
no possibility of success. The extont of 
the Spanish losses is unknown, but are 
roported to be heavy. 


ANOTIIER SPANISH DEFEAT. 

From private advices by the stéamer 
Esmeralda we learn that the Spanish troops 
made an attack upon the rebols near the 
River Zapote and were repulsed with heavy 
loss. .The defeat of the Spaniards is said 
to be.tho more remarkable from tho fact 
that tho rebels had few fire-arms and were 
obliged to fight at close quarters with their 
bolas or bowie knives:

Tungehou, March 4, -- 
THE RAILWAY KALEIDOSCOFE 
eontinues to turn, bringing up a freshl 
| Variegated nswortment of be-satined officials 
j and scintillating promises at every turn. 
‘| As the combinations. multiply, the original 
hopes diminish, until at present the pro- 
| spect for tho great ‘trunk linc’ is of « 
"| ghostly thinness... Peking “has already bo- 
come the Waterloo of Western agants and 

iresh battalions of them will probably rotire 
. in. disorderly confusion during the coming 
scason. This non-recoptive attitude towards 
foroign advances in waterial things, seems 
to be but an index of the reactionary move- 
ment all along the linc. There were even

rose hing faded out, aud only the bank of 
foy, thick a4 mud, remains. Railway and 
reform fog is Hiot-at_ a premiuut at, present, 
it is to be had in chunks of any interested 
party: : . . 

The only flaming exception to this 

monotony is 
THE NEW POSTAL SERVICE 
which, it must be said, is doing good service 
to every foreign resident in China ; good 
service, that 1s, in reeonciling him to the 
ald stignation if reforms are only to be 
purehasad at such wprice. It seems to bo 
unnecessary, so Jong as pens and ink hold 
out upon the Yangtze, to dilate farther 
Span this theme. Yet we also of the frozen 
orth have our sorrows in this matter. 
“HOPE SPRINGS: ETERNAL,” 

Meuntime we “still entertain ourselves 
with dreams of hope. ‘The scheme of an 
electric railway becween Tungchou and 
Peking is now being agitated. Such a line 
would be of inestimable and pro- 
bably would prove # paying investment 
From the start, The agitation is atill a 
gentle one, and may he expected to continue 
without serious menace te vested interests, 
Tho line is to be constructed after the com- 
pletion of the Peking-Hankew eystom, 

THE CAMEL THREATENED. 

Yet more serious is {he prospect of a nar- 
row-sause line fron Peking to the mines 
at the Western Hills, for the transporta- 
tion‘of coal, whieh now pays an inordinate 
freight for transportation hy cumel. "Lhere 
ia little doubt that this idea will soon be- 
come un accomplished fact, and the queru- 
lous ‘vont,’ with his packs of coal, can be 
banished from our kail-yerds, which he hus 
heen wont to trample duwn, Tle is ever 2 
source of delight to the ehijdren 
pet, bus we can well sp 
far the promiséd saving « 
theusand ‘on our wintor fuel.
